The.new union, to be known 
as the Council of Public 
Workers, is forming a partner- 
ship with the Communication 
Workers of America and will 
function under the official title 
of CWA/CPW.

For plac- 
ing debris, broken glass or 
hazardous items on highways, 
the penalty would carry a $250 
fine and 30-day jail term.

New FCC Proposal Not In Public Interest

We the people should be 
alarmed at the proposal by the 
Federat Communications 
Commission to eliminate net- 
work financial interest and 
syndication rules. 

In the late 1960's, the Federal 
Communications Commission 
took a hard look at the practi- 
ces of the three major networks 
- ABC, CBS AND NBC. As a 


result of theirinvestigation, the— 


commission. found -that-a 
number of factors existed 
which limited American televi- 
sion to the three hetworks. 

It was further discovered that 
the big three networks had 
taken almost complete contro! 
of the programs they aired with 
respect to the. production of 
programs. 

Unless producers could sell: 
their shows to one.of the net- 
works, access to the prime-time 
television audience was aH but 
impossible. The obvious con- 
clusion was that these practi- 
ces were harmful to competi- 
tion and reduced the choices 
available to the viewing public. 

Asaremedy to this situation, 
the Federal Communications 


Commission passed the finan- 
cial interest and syndication 
rules in 1970. Following the 
passage of these rules, the Jus- 
tice Department charged the 
three major networks with pre- 
datory practices which 
included the very abuses the 
FCC rules intended to curb. 

The effects of these rules 
were clear: In 1972, imme- 
diately following their passage, 
there were only 73 -independ- 
ent television stations in 38 
markets nationwide. Since the 
rules have been in effect, there 
are some 179 independent sta- 
tions serving 86 markets coast 
to coast: Furthermore, in the 
area of production, the number 
of producers creating pro- 
grams for the networks have 
doubled. 

All of this meant more com- 
petition, more diversity, and a 
greater choice for the viewer. 

The networks are now claim- 
ing that unless these rules are 
lifted, “Free TV” will be a thing 
of the past. This is simply not 
true, CBS estimates that—the 

~—networks will maintain 70 per- 
cent of the prime-time 
audience in 1990. 


The networks also claim that 
they will be destroyed by the 
“New Media”, such as cable 
and pay TV: The fact is that 
only 34 percent of American 
households Nave access to 
cable, less than 10 percent 
Subscribe to any form of pay 
television and only 5 percent 
have video-cassette players. 


Another little known fact_is 
that the networks themselves 
are-among the largest inves- ~ 
tors in pay television, and all 
three networks hold major 
interests in cable program- 
ming: 


H the.FCC eliminates the 
financial interest and syndica- 
tion rules, they will not be act- 
ing in the public interest 


We, therefore, urge you to 
write the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission in Washing- 
ton and notify them of your 
support for keeping these rules 
on the bcoks. The value of 
these rules cannot be under- 
estimated.

Edmonds’ keynote address 
the Ohio State University’s 
nter quarter commencement 
ercises was the hightight of 


the professor's five day itiner- 
ary to her alma mater and the 
city of Columbus. 

Selecting the topic, “Come 
Down To Kew In Lilac-Time: It 
isn't Far From London,” 
Edmonds said that while Lon- 
don is the city where dead 
dreams go, in Kew Gardens, 
dreams are born anew. 

“London was judged to be 
the microcosm of every station 
and level in life. The city 
reflected all the ugly human 
experiences and struggles for 
existence that a-laboring class 


faced,” she said. 

Paraphrasing a poem by 
Alfred = Edmonds said 
Kew. Garden, England's tam- 
ous botanical garden, is forthe 
man or woman who needs 
moments to.reflect, for those 
who wanted to dream anew. 

Continuing, Edmonds said, 
“| view Alfred Noyes’ city of 
London as having symbolic 
meaning for our times and 
speciai meaning for several 
aspects of our national life 
today.”

Reagan Attempts To Eliminate 
Minority Fellowship Program 


By JANICE D. HAMLET 
(Columbus Bureau) 

A. program that provides fel- 
lowships for minority students 
may be eliminated if the House 
Subcommittee approvesa 
Reagan administration plan. 

Reagan has asked Congress 
to cut $10 million appropriated 
for the Graduate And Profes- 
sional Opportunity Program 
(G-BOP), a federal program 
that supports activities that 
increases the access.of minor- 
ity students at colleges and 
universities. 

Anne S. Pruitt, Associate 
Dean of the graduate school at 
the Ohio State University. said 
if the Reagan plan is approved, 
34 minority fellowships would 
be eliminated at the university. 

“We have 19 minority fellows 
in progress now,” Pruitt said. 
“There are another 15 that we 
would like to accept.” - 

Pruitt told the House Educa- 
tion And Labor Subcommittee 
on Postsecondary Education 
that federal support is needed 
to ensure equal access by 
women.and minorities. 

“Reagan is saying, cut the 
funding for 1983-84 and pro- 
vide no money for it in 1984- 
85,” she said. 

ThroughG-BOP, minority 


:. students are. awarded fellow 
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Dr. Frank W. Hale Jr., Vice 
Provost of the Office of Minor- 
ity Affairs at Ohio State Univer- 
sity said this program has no 
effect on the Minority Gradu- 
ate and Professional School 
Program he initiated at the 
University in 1972. 

Through Hale's program, 
which is university funded, 100 
fellowships are awarded annu- 
ally to deserving minority stu- 
dents across the country, 
mostly in predominantly black 
colleges and universities.

from where Peyton left off. But
